The critical shortage of gas in G ettysburg today turned the clock 
back th ree score years or more a t the plan t of T he G ettysburg 
Tim es today, and m uch of the new spaper was being hand-set, when 
there was not enough gas pressure to operate th e m elting pots on 
several linotypes and other casting m achines. 
T here was no gas to heat the m etal used in casting type until 
late this m orning. O ne linotype m achine, th en two, and finally 
three, of the nine linotypes custom arily in operation, becam e avail­ 
able as the m orning wore on. These were obtaining only very low 
pressure, however, but it was enough to cast sufficient type for 
today’s paper. T he o th er m achines rem ained idle.
